In signing the latter, Gov, Cornell 
called attention to several amendments that 
were desirable, and intimated that he would 
have withheld his approval if he had not 
been confident that the new Legislature 
would remedy the defects of the Code before 
it teok effect. The codification of the laws 
of New York and the reform of the metheds 
of procedure have been the life-work of 
David Dudley Field. <A reporter called upon 
him last week and asked his opinion of the 
advantages of the Penal.

A PRACTICAL JOKE ON THE OHIO 
DEMOCRATS. 

The nomination of Mr. Bookwalter for 
Governor by the Democrats of Ohio is grad- 
ually taking on the appearance of a practica!

THE CREQM POISONING CASE. 

The annals of crime have rarely furnished 
a stranger casé of poisoning than that with 
which Dr. Cream, of this city, now an 
inmate of a Canadian jail awaiting extradi- 
tion, stands charged, and for which, if the 
evidence be reliable, he 1s likely to pay the 
severest penalty of the law. The circum- 
stances in the case, which have been given by 
dur Belvidere correspondent in detail, may 


u- de restated briefly: In 1864, Daniel Stott 


came from Canada to Garde Prairie, III., 
near Belvidere, as a station-agent for the 
Northwestern Railroad Company. In 1868 
he married his third wife, by whom he had 
one child. Though they did not always 
live happily togetbe:, there was no intention 
of separation or divoree. During the past 
five years, Stott has had fits of an epileptic 
nature. In searching for relief, he*fell into 
the hands of Dr. Cream of this city, who 
commenced to prescribe for him, Mrs, Stott 
frequently coming to his office for the ni®di- 
eines. He took charge of the case in Febru- 
ary last. On the 11th of June she went to his 
office for medicine. He wrote the prescriptions, 
and she started fora neighboring drug-store 
to get them filled. Ile told her the firm was 
nota reliable one, and urged her to go to 
Buck & Rayner’s, and to make sure that she 
did so he went with her. She had three pre- 
scriptions, but two of ‘them only were filled. 
The one called for calomel and white sugar, 


} which, singularly enough, was ordered to be 


put up in eapsulés, and the other for rhu- 
Harb. soda, strychnine, and quassia, which 


| was put up as a. mixture. She went back 


with Cream to his oflce, and before she left for 


ihome he opened the capsules, but whether 


he put anything in them or in the mixture 
she professes she cannot affirm. She then 
took the medicines home with her. During 
the next day, June 12, Stott felt unusually 
well. That evening he took a spoonful of 
the mixture and three capsules, was immedi- 
ately seized with spasms, and died in a few 
minutes, As he had long been subject 
to fits, no suspicions were aroused, 
and on the i4th he was buried, 
and nothing more would probably have 
been heard of the case had it not n for 
Dr. Cream himself, who on the 16th tele- 
graphed the Coroner to have the body dis- 
interred, as he suspected foul play, and also 
to have the remainder of the medicine exam- 
ined and to try its effects upon an animal. 
The trial was made upon a dog, and it ex- 
pired, as the unfortunate Stott had done, in 
afew minutes, The body was then taken 
up, and the stomach was examined by Prof. 
IIaines, of Rush Medical College, and strych- 
nine enough was found, in it to have killed 
six men. A jury was called and found that 


Stott died from an overdose of strychnine,’ 


They exonerated Buck & Kayner from any 
carelesness, and implicated Dr. Cream as a 
murderer. Their reason for this was that 
the Sheriff of thecounty laid before them the 
following evidence—namely: That after the 
body was disinterred Mrs. Stott had Been to 
Chicago and that €ream had proposed she 
should give him power of attorney to pro- 
ceed against Buck & Rayner in a civil 
suit, laying damages at $4,000. She re- 
fused to do it, however, and Cream, 
thus finding himself thwarted in his purpose, 
fled to Canada, where he has since been ar- 
rested. During the brief interim since he 
left here he spent his time in dissipation, and 
when confronted with the officers manifested 
every appearance of guilt. Ile is now | in 
jail at Sandwich, near Windsor, awaiting his 
delivery to justice. 0 
Assuming that the ev idetice is correct, the 
crime of this man d hardly be paralleled 
for cruelty and infamy. Ordinarily, in a 
case of murder, there is some powerful mo- 
tive urging on the murderer to digpatch his 
victim,—hatred, revenge, passion, or the 
acquisition of a large sumof money. Dr. 
Cream, however, had no grudge to satisfy 
against Stott. The victim had never in- 
jured him in any’ way. Ile was simply a 
patient in his hands, and he chose him for 
his villainous practices because he was sub- 
ject. to epileptic fits, and his sudden death 
would not reflect upon his practice or expose 
him to any suspicions. It is said that tilere 
is a woman at the bottom of all mischief, but 
there is nothing in Mrs. Stott’s conduct te 
show that she was privy to any plot to poison 
her husband, even though she was not living 
happily with him. She alleges that Cream 
had made love to her, but as there was noth- 
ing criminal in their relations Cream’s love- 
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making could hardly have had any other ob- f 


Jeet in view than to induce her to give con- 


sent to his plans. That she was not privy to 
the poisoning, and that she in reality did not 
know of it, seems to be apparent from her 
refusal to allow him to sue Messrs. Buck &

. THE GREAT METHODIST COUNCIL. 
‘Following closely upon the heels of the 
great Medical Congress in England to devise 
further ways and means for the cure of the 
human body comes the great Ecumenical 
Council of Methodists from all parts of the 
world, to be held in England next month, to 
devise further ways and means for closer 
brotherhood, and to see if there be not some 
common plane upon which all sectarian di- 
visions of Methodism may come together on 
a common platform and Hereafter act in 
concert. The origin of this mo t, as of 
nearly all other moyements for spiritual 
good of the human race, is to be found in 
Chicago, for it was here in the General Con- 
ference of 1868 that Bishop Jaynes first 


‘broached the idea, which still further gained 


ground and found advocates afterthe meet- 
ings of the Evangelical Alliance and the Pan- 
Presbyterian Council. 

The necessity for such a Council is suf- 
ficiently apparent, for, though Methodism is 
one of the strongest religious forces in the 
world, itis rent into factions by differences 
as to church polity perhaps more widely than 
other. In Great Britain there are the 
eéleyan Methodists, three sects of Calvin- 
tic Methodists organized by Whitefield, the 
Methodist New Connection, the Bible Chris- 
tian Methodists, the United Methodists, 


Free Church Methodists, the Band-Rooin + 


Methodists, and the Primitive Methodists of 
Ireland; in Canada, the Wesleyan Confer- 
ence, the Evangelical Association, the United 
Brethren, and the Free Methodists; and in 
our own country the Wesleyan Connection, 
the Methodist Episcopal Churches, North 
and Soutk, and the African Methodist Epis- 
copal Chur@ which is divided .into two 
sects. All these numerous divisions are 
based upon differences in polity, not in doe- 
trine, except the Caivinistic sects. They all 
have itineracy, class-meetings, love-feasts, 
and other features Which distinguish them 
from other sects. The Rev. Dr. George, 
pastor of the Centenary Methodist Church 
in this city, and one of the delegates to the 
Council, in his address last Sunday evening 
very tefsely stated the objects of this Coun- 
cil as follows: *

It is pe- 
culiarly fitting, therefore, that the Council 
should meet there, and if the various sects 
of Methodism can there unite upon a com- 
mon platform and march forth under one 
common banner, with anything like the cour- 
age and energy that characterized their 
founder, Methodism will be such a power in 
the world as it has never been before.

Its numbers, its 
wealth, its energy, its aggressiveness, its 
adaptation to the wants of the masses, its en- 
thusiasm, and its zeal, when once united and 
concentrated, will have an immense influence 
upon the Christianizing of the world, both in 

its local labors and in the missionary field.

THE DISCONTENTED HIBERNIANS. 

James Redpath, in his last letter to Tux 
TRIBUNE from Dublin, says an Englishman 
said to him in London: “These bloody 
Irish, you know, are never content, you 
know.” This is a splendid illustration of 
The En- 
glishman is not sentimental; he forges 
ahead in a dull way, much as an ox-cart 
rumbles over a rough road, erushing the 
wild flowers and the tender twigs that border 
the path, but moving always with a stern 
purpose. The English Government has been 
conducted from the beginning on the theory 
that all the other peoples of the world were 
created to minister to the comfort and profit 
of the people of one little island of the sea. 
The history of British rule in India is a 
history of extortion and outrage, com- 
mitted in the djuterest of English com- 
merce. Lord ‘Sheffield declared that the 
American colonies were founded with 
the sole view of securing to England a mo- 
nopoly of their trade; and Lord Chatham. 
said that they (the colonies) had no right 
to manufacture even a nail or a horseshoe.” 
This stupid policy drove the American col- 
onists to the assertion and maintenance of 
their independence. It has reduced Inllia to 
a state of pauperism where there is no longer 
anything to steal, and it is fast depopulating 
Ireland. But the Englishman is as stolid as 
ever. He hears neither the groans of the 
famishing ‘Irish people nor the indignant re- 
proaches of all the civilized nations of the 


world. With all Ireland on the verge of a 


despairing revolt, with British troops men- 
acing the riotous districts, with magistrates 
enforcing oppressive rental laws against 
ragged, weeping women and naked, starving 
children, pleading tearfully, prayerfully, for 
the poor privilege of remaining in mud huts, 
and continuing to live like swine,—viewing 
but not comprehending this horribie spectacle 
of abject wretchedness on the one hand, and 
cold, calculating extartion on the other, the 
Englishman continues to forge ahead, only 
stopping to remark: These bloody Irish, 
you know, are never content, you know!“ 


But there are Englishmen and Englishmen. 


Some coal-minersof the North of Engiand 
have been making an investigation of the 
condition of the “bloody Irish,” and their 
own account and their revelations are of a 
very startling cliaracter. They are calculated: 
to make well-fed, well-elothed people shud- 
der. They are so horrible, indeed, that or- 
dinary paupers in a civilized conntry might 
well be shocked at the recital. Note this ex- 
teact from the report of the Northumberland 
aud Durham coal-miners:

Over this family of nine persons living in 
a hut seven-and-half feet square, an 
eviction notice. to quit was hanging at the 
time of the investigation of the English coal: 
miners. 

The investigators found, an abuse worse if 
possible than that of “ rack-rentinge.” They 
discovered in the West of Ireland that the 
peasantry are forced to do what is called 
„ duty work.” In addition to paying rents 
that *‘ sweep away every farthing earned.“ 
the wretched . tenant is compelled to give 
fifty-two days’ labor annually—that is to say, 
one-sixth of his time—to the landlord. In a: 
word, the English coaltminers were some- 
what surprised to learn, that serfdom, which 
was generally believed to have been abol- 
ished in all the Queen’s dominions some 
centuries ago, still exists in Ireland. For 
this serf-labor the bloody Irish” receive 
neither food nor pay, nor are they allowed 
to select the days on which they will perform 
thelr duty work.” It is precisely with 
them as it was with the serts ofthe Middle 
Ages. The lord of the soli demande the 
labor of his serf whenever he wants it,—to 
the extent of fifty-two days in the year,— 
and if the serf fails to respond. he is fined 
from 5 to 15 shilling? for each offense, and his 
proverty—generally a cow--is seized and 
held, and milked by the landlord, until the 
fine is paid. If the landlord chooses to exact 
a large proportion of the duty work” at 
harvest-time, as he usually does, the sert 
must respond, even if his own poor crop rots 
in the ground for want of care. 

Mr. Redpath’s observation confirms the 
coal-miners’ report of the existence of serf- 


dom among the bloody Irish ” of the far 


West.” He tells the story of a litile island off 
the Galway coast rented by the owner to one 
McDonough for £40 a year and sublet by him 
to twenty-one families of fishermen for £42 a 
year, after reserving for his-own cultivation 
all the best land. McDordugh exacts from 
every member of these twenty-one families 
six days’ serf-labor a year, and in addition 
compels the tenants to bind themselves. by 
written contract to work for him two days 
in each week of the year, if demanded, for 16 
cents a day! Redpath says these ten- 
ants all paid their rent last year, 
but refused to work the. two days 
per week at 16 cents a day, and they were 
all sued for damages for breach of contract 
to the amount of £5 in each case. To his 
own question—Why do these tenants submit 
to such extortion and outrage ?—he replies, 
** Because they could not get a bit of rock or 
a rood of bog on which to build their cabins 
in all that country on any more favorable 
terms, and because, however exacting these 
forced contracts may be, the magistrates, 
who are all landlords, rigorously enforce 
these Shylock bonds.“ 

The Northumberiand and Durham “ pit- 
men“ in concluding their report, after sum- 
marizing the horrible sufferings of the Irish 
tenantry, say: These were a combination 
of misfortunes the magnitude of which we 
had never believed to have been heaped upon 
the head of one unfortunate fellow-creature 
in our lives.“ But the Englishman par er- 
cellence, the Englishman who firmly believes 
that all men were created to serve England, 
will exclaim, with a touch of impatience:

The principle on which the bolometer is 
constructed is tat a wire or conductor will 
vary in its power of transmitting a current of 
electricity when its temperature changes, or, in 
mathematical lan@juage, that the resistance of a 
conductor is a function of its temperature.” A 
Wheatstonc’s bridge, an arrangement familiar to 
electricians, consisting of four conductors or 
arms, is the foundation of the bolometer. One 
arm of the bridge is made of a series of very 
thin metal’ strips of steel, platinum, and palia- 
dum slightly biackened to absorb as much as 
possibile of the incident heat. In the common 
bridge the arms are so arranged that the 
current eannot pass directly between any two 
placed opposit each other. The only difference 
from the ordinary bridge in this apparatus is 
that the bolometer is made ove of the interven- 
ing arms. The current which passes through 
the opposit arm of the bridge is Drought back 
into the bolometer case and traverses a similar 
series of strips, which are not, however, exposed 
tothe action of beat, so that any aecidental 
changes of temperature may affect both armé 
alike and not di the equilibrium of the 
bridge. The deflections of the needie of the 
gulvanometer when they are very small are pro- 
portioned to the amount of heat: By the use 
of a suitable galvanometer the deflections may 
be made as smail as desired.

The capitalists named with Mr. Keene have vast 
means, bat the establishment of a new telegraph 
company is not a feat to be accomplished 
in a day or a year. It is easy enough 


to build telegraph lines over the country un- 


der the United States law,“ but to geg entrance 
into the cities is a costly and difficult matter. 
Mr. Gould, with all his influence and wealth, 
could not effect an entrance into Philadeiphia 
till last January with his American Union, and 
then succeeded only by a trade with the Penn- 
syivania Railroad, which, of course, cannot be 
repeated now by any other company. What few 
railroad rights the Western Union’ did not have 
Jay Gould acquired for the American Union, 
and they are now held by the consoli- 
dated companies. An opposition tele- 
graph company will have to pay local 
tariſt rates on the transportation of all 
its material. While the Western Union shares 
with the railroads the expense of maintaining 
the telegraph along the railroads, the new Com- 
pany will have no such partnership, but will 
have to stand all the expenses itself. Some of 
the new patents obtained by Mr. Keene and his 
Company may be valuabie, but there are other 
patents, monopolized by the Western Union, 
that are indispensable. The only way to get 
these will be to steal them, and that will involve 
the new Company in expensive litigation. All 
these obstacles may be overcome, but they cer- 
tainiy exist. And, if they are overcome, Mr. 


Gould’s position does not seem especially 


dangerous on the market. The stock which he 
now holds, $30,000,000 or less, is now selling in 


the market at 90. It cost bim, allowing for divi- 


dends, only an average of about 56. 

The London correspondent of the New Tork
